altogether,””—public opision is therefore the Sovereign- 
ty, and that is paramount to Parliament. When the 
Right Hon. Gentleman, on a former accafion, thought 
to plunge his country into a war, for the paultry confide- 
ration of the” fortrefs of Oczakow, he found himfelf 
compelled; by the fovereignty of public opinion, to a- 
bandon his projeét. “Having ftated at much length his 
oppolition to the Union, on feveral fpecial grounds, con- 
cluded a long and argumentative {peech, with declaring, 
that as no good, but infinite ill: mult procecd from this 
projected Union, as an- Englifhman, and as an indivi- 
dual of the empire, he would oppofe it. 

Lord G. Levison fupported the meafure as caleu- 
lated from principles of neceffity and utility, to be equal- 
ly advantageous to both kingdoms.
